SpeciaL Notice To FARMERS. 

On account of the early frost 
last autumn it is advisable that 
all grain growers seize the oppor- 
tunity of having all their grain 
tested for germination at the Lab- 
oratory, for quite recently we hear 
of Oats weighing 44lbs on being 
tested to prove only 5 per cent of 
germination any many other as 
low as 15 per cent. Both oats 
and barley in many instances 
when being harvested looked ex- 
tremely fine and itis very difficult 
in both these grains to tell what 
amage the frost has done, and 
should such grain be seeded with- 
out being tested first may prove 
a great disappointment and an- 
other bad harvest so it will be 
wise for all to take this opportun- 
ity and know for certain what 
their grain is like pefore seeding.

The field crops of Canada are 
shown to have occupied last year a to- 
tal area of 42,853,000, and their value, 
calculated at the average locai market 
prices, amounts to $565, 000, The 
area under wheat last year was 10,474,- 
000 acres, of which 1,172,000 acres 
were fall wheat in Ontario and Alber- 
ta, and the production was 215.8 
900 bushels of the value of $138,567,- 
000, Fall wheat produced 014,000 
bushels of the value of $21,461,000. 
Oats occupted 9,220,000 acres, and 
yielded 348,188,000 bushels of the value 
of $126,812.000, barley 1,404,000 acres | 
ylelded 40,641,000 bushels of the vai.se | 
104,000 and flax 1,132,090 acres, | 
21,000 bushels of the value 
of $19,467,000. The comb'ned area 
under ryé, peas, buckwheat, mixed 
grains and flax was 2,481,099" acres, 
the yield 44,986,000 bushels and the 
Value $41,560,000. Hoed and cultivat-| 
ed crops, comprising beans, cora for 
husking, potatoes, turnips and other 
roots except sugar beets occupied 1.- 
063,000 acres. and ylelded 170,884,000 
bushels of the value of $73,290,000, 
Sugar beets in Ontario and Alberta 
had an acreage of 20.878 and a yield 
of 177,000 tons of the value of $1.1 
000, Fodder crops including fodder | 
corn, hay, clover and alfalfa show an 
acreage of 8,290,000, a production of 
499,000 tons and a value of $161, 
314,000. Alfalfa. a record of which 
was taken for the first time, shows! 
an area of 101,781 acres with a yield 
of 100 tons. This valuable fodder 
crop is being principally grown in Ont- 
ario, Quebec and Alberta, the average 
yield per acre for the whole of Can- 
ada being 2 1-4 tons. 

For the year 1911 the areas from, 
which the yields are calculated were 
those of the recent census and the re- 
sulting data are not therefore strictly 
comparable with the estimates of the 
three previous years which were based 
upon the reports of correspondents. It 
may be mentioned that the area and 
production of wheat in 1911 exceeded 
by over 1,000,000 acres and 65,8 
bushels the estimates of 1910. A 
more satisfactory criterion of the dif- 
ference between the two seasons of 
1911 and 1910 is afforded by the av- 
erage rates of yield per acre which for 
fall wheat was 22.19 bushels in 1911 
against 25.49 in 1910, spring wheat 20.- 
63 against 15.53, oats 37.76 against 
32.79, barley 2894 against 24.62 and 
flax 11,41 against 7.97 

In the three Northwest Provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber 
ta the wheat production was 194,083, 
000 bushels compared with 128,891,000 
bushels the estimate of 1910, of oats 
212,819,000 compared with 126,753,000 
and of barley 24,045,000 compared with

INVITATION OF GERMANY 


Premier Asquith Says that Visit of Viscount Haldane to 
Berlin Had Reference to Desire of Both Parties to 
j Reach Amicable Understanding

London, Eng.—The opening of the 
Parliarrentary session which {s to deal 
with Home Rule, Welsh disestablish- 
ment and electoral reform, was mark- 
ed by a statement of Pramier Asquith 
that the visit of Viscount Haldane, 
secretary of war, to Berlin was made 
&t the invitation of Germany, and 
that the conversations between the 
British war minister and the German 
Authorities had reference to a desire 
on the part of both parties that the 
oxisting tension should be relieved. 

Interest in this statement complete- 
ty overshadowed the 
avure legislative programme. 

Since Secretary Haldane’s visit .o 
Berlin the British people hava been 
prepared for the announcenea’ that 
1 had to do with Anglo-German rls 
jons, but they hardly hoped that the 
sonversations bad proceeded as far 
\s the prime minister's guarded 
ipeech shows. 

His hopeful words, that he believed 
that the conversations may have more 
dan negative results have caused a 
wensation here. It is evident 


Jowne leaders of the Opposition res- 
gectively, hoped the Commons and the 
House of Lords had been informed of 
‘“e course of the discussion, for, al- 
though they spoke before the premier, 


Lord Lansdowne assured the Govern: | 


ment of Unionist support in any move 
to secure a better understanding with 
Cermany. 

The speeches on domestic affairs 
dealt only generally with the govern- 
trent’s huge legislative programme.

NEW CHINESE REPUBLIC 


German imperial Premier Writes Or. 
Sun Offering Co-Operation 


-Nanking, China.—President Sun Yat 


fen has received u long telegram from 
Yuan Shi Kai couched in most friend- 
ly terms, acknowledging and honoring 
the new Republic, the president and 
ministers of the Nanking government. 

He relinquishes China into their 


hands, greeting them as brothers, ex-— 


pressing the hope that the future of 
the country will be prosperous and 
offering his co-operation. 

There is every reason to believe that 


Nanking will be the capital of the 
Republic. 

Tang Sha Yi sald recently: 

“The edict is perfectly clear and 


satisfactory and the abdiction of the 
throne is absolute. | am now a plain 
citizen of China and have no connec- 
tion with politics.” 

The proposed Republican constitu- 
tion consistc of seventy articles. It 
follows th» French model. The presi- 
dent and vice-president will be elected 
by congress, which will also name the 
premier, the latter selecting his cab- 
inet subject to the approval of the 
congress. 

It will establish religious freedom 
and provide for conscription. 

The text of the Iniperial edict is- 
sued by the throne is as follows: 

“We, the Emperor of China, have 
respectfully received the following 
edict ¢rom the hands of Her Majesty, 
the Dowager Empress: 

“In consequence of the uprising of 
the Republican army 
people of th: provinces of China have 
responded the Empire is seething like 
a boiling cauldron and the people are 
plunged in misery. 

“Yuan Shi Kal was therefore com- 
manded to despatch commissioners in 
order to confer with the Republicans 
with a view to calling of a national 
assembly to decide the future form 
of government. 

“Months have elapsed and no set- 
tlement is now evident. The majority 
of the people are in favor of a Repub- 
Iie, From the presence of the peoples’ 
hearts the will of Heaven ts discern- 
ible. How could we oppose the desire 
of millions for the glory of one family? 

“Therefore, we. the Dowager Em- 
press and the Emperor hereby vest 
the soverelenty of the Chinese Empire 
in the people. 

“Let Yuan Shi Kal organize to the 
full the powers of the provisional 
Republican government and confer 
with the Republicans as to the meth- 
ods of assuring of peace in the Em- 
pire and in forming a great Republic 
with the union of Manchus, Chinese, 
Mohammedans and Thibetans. 

“We, the Fmpress Dowager and the 
Emperor, will thus be enabled to live 
in retirement from the responsibilities 
and cares and enjoying without inter- 
ruption the nation’s courteous treat- 
ment,”

} London, Eng —Tne King has creat- 
lea Sir Edward Grey, Secretary of 
j State for foreign affairs, as Knight of 
) the Garter. 
| This distinction {s limited to mem- 
| bers of Royal families and a few of 
the highest among nobility 

It has been conferred upon Sir Ed 
ward Grey undoubtedly at the Pre- 
Mier’s suggestion and is construed as 
the government's answer to the at- 
, tacks, particularly on the part of Lib- 
{erals, on Sir Edward Grey's foreign 


policy. 
The “Daily Graphic” suggests that 
Mr. Asquith is about to resign the 


Premiership and that he will be suc- 
ceeded by Sir Edward Grey 

It further suggests that Secretary 
Haldane’s mission to Berlin was to 
explain that although Sir Edward 
Grey has been credited with an anti- 
German policy, his accession to the 
premiership would not interfere with. 
Great Britain’s desire for an entente 
with Germany. 

As evidence confirming its idea. the 
Daily Graphic points out that Premier 
Asquith’s private secretary, Vaughan 
Nash, has recently been appointed to 
another position under the Govern- 
ment and that no successor has been 
nominated. making {t difficult, adds 
the Graphic, to avoid the conclusion 
that Mr. Asquith no longer requires 
a secretary. 

The Times says: 

“The foreign secretary, Sir Edward) 
jrey, who has been made a Knight of 
the Garter, is the only commoner to 
receive such an honor since Horace 
Walpole. The order, excluding for-| 
eign sovereigns and princes of the 
blood Royal, consists of the sovereigns 
and twenty-five knights. Sir Edward 
takes the place left vacant in the order 
through ths untimely death of the 
Duke of Fife. 

“The only two other precedents of 
a commoner receiving the order are! 
| the cases of Edward Montague, who} 
| was made a Knight of the Garter be- 
fore he was created Far! of Sandwich 
in 1660, and of Sir George Villiers, af- 
terwards Duke of Buckingham, who

feated. Eve had everything that the 
Lord saw that she needed, yet she ate 
The Lord Jesus 
having fasted forty days and being 
hungry. yet overcame by the words, 
“Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word of God" (Luke ty, 
4). The devil's ambition to be as 
God conquered Eve (Isa. xiv, 14; Gen 
iii, 56), but the Lord Jesus conquered 
by the words, “Thou shalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God.”

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FIELDS AND FORESTS 


How Growth of the Forests May be 
Made to Increase the Grain Yields 


How can the existence of forests at 
the sources of a stream affect the 


crops in the district watered by the! 


stream? 

The question {s not hard to answer. 
The chief need for the growth of all 
plants is water. One of the best 
known authorities estimates that field 
crops use 300 to 500 tons of water 
for every ton of dry material pro- 
duced. This uses up the water in 
from 2 1-2 to & inches deep of the 
soll. 

Naturally, the nearer the water Is 
to the roots of the plants, the eas'er 
it is for the plants to take up the wa- 
ter and the better the crop will grow. 
Water, whether running free in the 


stream or lying in the soil, will seck | 


the lowest level. If the level of the 
water in the stream falls, then the 
water in the sofl (firs' from the near 
neighborhood of the straan, and thea 
from farther away) wii: find its way 
to the stream, and the level of the 


water in the soil will “all and so the! 


plants will find it harder to get wa- 
ter. 

In order to keep up the level of the 
streams in the summer, there must be 
a constant flow of water from the 
head-waters. It is well known that, 
when the forests are cut away, the 
water from the melting of the snow 
in spring and the rains of other sea- 
sons flow away rapidly, often caus- 
ing damage by floods. The dry sea- 
sons of the summer find the streams 
almost dry. 

The soil in the forest, however, is 
of a spongy nature and soaks up the 
water falling on it, afterwards giving 
it out gradualiy and so furnishing an 
even supply to the streams and en- 
abling them to keep up their levels, 
The higher the level 4f the stream 
is maintained, the higher will be the 
level of the water in the soil, and the 
easier the plants will find it to grow. 
It is for reasons often outlined that 
it is so important to the farmers of 
the West that the Dominion forest 
reserves should be maintained. The 
Rocky Mountain forest reserve thus 
serves the farmer of Alberta and Sask- 
atchewan, the Riding and Duck 
Mountain reserves serves the 
farms of northwestern and northern 
Manitoba and the Turtle Mountain re- 
serve a considerable portion of south- 
ern Manitoba.

}apron, a blue pair of trousers and a 
| close-fitting shirt of course stuf.

much so that the two watelhmen en- 
tertained no suspicion regarding the 
man who walked passed them and out 
at the great gate. a pipe in his mouth 
and a plank on his shoulder.

NEW HOTEL LAW IN FRANCE

At Least 80 Per Cent. of the 
Must be French 

Hotelkeepers in France are some- 
what perturbed by the proposed law 
for the employment of at least 80 per 
cent. of Frenchmen on their staffs. 
Such a law would not affect some of 
the resorts where the visitors, as well 
as the servants are nearly all French: 
put in the Riviera towns and in almost 
every place where English-speaking 
visitors are nemerous the French em- 
ploye has a comparatively small share 
in hotel work. 

From the manager downward the 
staff often consists of au entirely for- 
eign element, largely German and 
Swiss: and unless Frenchmen become 
hetter linguists, says the Queen, and 
in other ways render themselves cap- 
ible of looking after a big cosmopoll- 
tan clientele, the staffs are likely to 
remain much in their present propor- 
tion
